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FOURTH NATIONAL CONFERENCE 


The Fourth National Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety (previous conferences held in 1924, 1926 and 1930) 
took place at Washington, D. C., May 23-25, 1934. More than 
delecates, including safety engineers, representatives of trans- 
portation enterprises and manufacturers, Federal and State offic- 
als, and public organizations, were in attendance. The conf er- 
ence adopted a Uniform Vehicle Code in five parts (1, registration 
of motor vehicles and issuance of certificates of title; 2, drivers 
and chauffeurs' licenses; 3, civil responsibility; 4, financial 
responsibility; 5, regulation of traffic), together with a model 
municipal ordinance and a manual of street and highway signs. 
These documents, embodying the mature thought of the most compe- 
tent authorities in the country, are to be laid before the legis- 
latures of the several States as a means of obtaining greater 
uniformity in laws affecting the ownership and operation of motor 


vehi des.

Analysis of the membership shows a gradual widening 
of geographical distritmtion, both in the United States and inter- 
nationally. At the present time Institute members are located in 
Canada, England, Italy, China and in 18 States in the United 
States. There are only eight States in the United States in which 
there are cities of 250,000 population or over, which are not 
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represented in the membership. This is a matter of some interest 


inasmuch as the Committee on Traffic Engineering of the Street and 


Highway Section of the National Safety Council recommended, within 
the past two or three years, that cities of 250,000 population or 
over should have full time traffic engineers while smaller cities 
could be adequately served with part time engineers or by engi- 
neers employed by the city in some other capacity.

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SAFETY STUDIES BY THE BUREAU OF PUBLIC ROADS 


The United States Bureau of Public Roads is coopera- 
ting with the State of RholjeIsland in the conduct of a Safety 
and Traffic Survey. The project is one that was inaugurated unaer 
an original CWA application, but not started. Application was 
renewed under the Federal Emergency Relief Administration and the 
plan approved. At the suggestion of the FERA it was submitted to 
the Bureau of Public Roads as the first of what may be a series 
of similar projects to be carried out with relief labor and local 
cooperation under the technical supervision of the Bureau. 


As an important feature of the Rhode Island survey, the 
Burean proposes to conduct a series of highway speed studies, 
using the Eno Speed Detector. These studies will yield data 
comparable with thése already being secured by the same method in 
Connecticut. 
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
